Hippocrates was born on the island of 
Cos in -hiti 15. C. A large collection ot 
writings, evidently tiie work of many 
physicians, whose identity is unknown, 
has been ascribed to the pen of this 
leader. The Greek! were wonderfully 
brilliant in medical attainments, for 
they studied nature .and her methods 
and shook tlicue wives free from a 
monumental load of ignorance and su¬ 
perstition.

PLANTING OF TREES 

HOW TO GET BEST RESULTS UNDER 
ALL CONDITIONS. 

Kacli Street Should Hr I'liiiitrd With 

the Sit me Vairio4y, Sn ys .1. lioritcr 

McFnrlii ml — I’oinl.s on SrlortinK 

Trees and l'rotoctiiiR Them. 

In response to a letter of inquiry ad¬ 
dressed to the American t’ivie associa¬ 
tion the I'oilowiu,' valuable iuforina- 
tion has been furnished by its presi- 
tleni, .1. Horace McFarland: 

If you are to plant street trees in 
your town il should be done with intel¬ 
ligent and careful consideration and 
not at random. You can tind out what 
trees do best in your neighborhood by 
Investigation. It is always preferable, 
and very greatly preferable, to use 
trees that are either indigenous or 
have been sufficiently tested to make 
sure that they will be successful. There 
is nothing to be gained and much to 
be lost by the introduction of nursery¬ 
men's novelties, of trees from other 
localities that are not sufficiently test¬ 
ed or of those that are not long lived 
and of proper habit for street planting. 

The next matter of importance is to 
see that, if you are to plant whole 
streets at a time, they are planted fill 
in tilt' same kind of tree and no* hit or 
miss. Our great national capital, 
Washington, is a conspicuous example 
of how well tree planting can be man¬ 
aged. for there arc great avenues with 
pin oaks and others with sycamores 
and others with tulips atul others with 
elms, hut on no street lias there been 
permitted a heterogeneous mixture. 
Mixing of trees can be likened to the 
condition that would prevail if a gen¬ 
tleman getting for himself a double 
breasted frock coat would alternate the 
buttons in nil different sorts of texture. 

il is next important to see that the 
trees are not planted too closely. Long 
lived trees nee 1 room to develop. The 
small trees you will 'imdoubledly use 
look very lonesome when planted at the 
proper distance apart, hut they will 
grow all the better for having room to 
grow. I have seen examples of tree 
planting not over ten or twelve feet 
apart, with the certainty that after 
awhile the trees would bo damaging 
each oilier and some would have lo 
be removed. Never less than twenty 
feet and preferably mere space should 
be permitted between trees. 

You can assure your property owners 
that the modern idea is that the city 
had hotter own the trees. As your 
town grows it will he able to provide 
care for Iho e trees. The best possible 
work now under way is in New Jersey, 
where there »iro tree planting commis¬ 
sions. In this state if the town elects 
trees are planted under the local com¬ 
missioners purely at the determination 
of the commission as to variety and 
character, di- lance, etc., but ill the cost 
of the abutting property owners. 

In respect l i varieties of trees let mo 
suggest a con-adoration of the Ameri¬ 
can elm. die pin oak, the red oak, the 
American sycamore, the Kttg’lsh syca¬ 
more. the tulip tree, flu- liar I or sugar 
maple, the r -d maple, powibly the -Nor¬ 
way maple and the sycamore maple. 
Certainly omit the silver maple or tin* 
asli leave l maple from your considera¬ 
tion. The while a h may be used and 
is long live ' You may have other in¬ 
digenous trees which approach the 
ideal form for street tree;, which is 
that of the \neriean elm. If you can 
by any means plant tlie largest propor¬ 
tion of elms, do so. I have visited the 
city of Oswego. X. Y.. whore forty or 
filly- years ago a general tree planting 
movement was undertaken and all the 
streets were planted wisely with (-inis. 
The effect is now of the utmost beauty. 

You need to have ordinances to take 
the control of these trees out of the 
hands of tlm property owner and to 
place it in the hands of an unpaid city 
commission which would include some 
with expert kuowied-re. Surely you 
can tind some public spirited men and 
women to serve in this capacity. A 
to proteetin ; the trees from boys, the 
best possible way i ; to tench the boys 
to love the trees by showing them pic¬ 
tures of ;.oo ! trees in your .-a bools and 
giving them information about trees. 

As to the trimming proposition. It 
must he absolutely restricted if you 
are to have extol trees. If the trees 
come to you in fair order with a good 
root system they will need tin' cutting 
oil’ of all mat'd it - 1 roam ami a rea¬ 
sonable 1 lim,denim:; In of the upper 
branches to a sy.-'.em.ttle shape, cut¬ 
ting ill each ease cane to a bud smooth¬ 
ly. If they are then planted in large 
holes carefully dug and each tree sur¬ 
rounded by miiii* good soil without any 
fresh manure they should live and 
grow and require no o her trimming 
for iiiii-v ye -a sat- 1 s.i j: as is Includ¬ 
ed in lublt’.ug off as soon as they ap¬ 
pear buds ami shoots on lla* lower part 
of the statu. An • .ul trimmia - simply 
for tin* sake of trim:.-.'.::: is absolutely 
vicious and must be pr ihilt t l. Fherts 
Is no more net-.- '.‘y ior t:l;m.dm: a 
tree once a ye r tin a 111 *re is for trim¬ 
ming a person's e:t s om-a a year.

if they are to do well, "".•ere are nod- 
era tree guards of wire which are 
good, but they are ex pm ive. If you 
will plant with the tre ■ a good solid, 
hard wood stick, sav by 1. < viviug it 
lirinly into tlie ground after the hole is 
ting, so that it is sub :ia!!y p! inled. 
and will fasten the tree t<> this by a 


band of leather or old hose or strong 
soft cloth, which is crossed lietween 
the tree and the stake, taekeil on the 
back of the stake, the trees will be 
'veil protectee! while they are refasten 
big themselves with a now root stem. 
I’lense note that the fastening of the 
tree to the stake is of the utmost im¬ 
portance. as If it is tightly bound to 
the stake it will chafe and hurt itself, 
but if it is held by the strap above de¬ 
scribed. which is looped around the 
tree and then crossed before the strap 
passes around the post, it will be in a 
sling and cannot damage itself.

OAK PARK’S METHOD OF DOING IT

By organizing the village of Oak 
Hark, a suburb of Chicago, into di- 
vdsions, each working for the physical 
betterment of its own restricted terri¬ 
tory. tlie Oak Hark Improvement asso¬ 
ciation secures the general welfare of 
the district, says tlie Chicago Host. 
The outlook for this year is satisfac¬ 
tory. according to i“resident Daniel U. 
Treneli. and the association is able to 
turn its attention to questions which 
a fleet the whole community. 

"While we have about 500 members 
in our main organization." explained 
Mr. Treneli a short time ago. "wo really 
transact business at oar monthly meet¬ 
ings through the chairmen of the sec¬ 
tions, who report on general progress 
and receive and make suggestions. 

"The central organization is support 
eil by a nominal subscription of 25 
cents from each member. This is spent 
in securing publicity and distributing 
circulars. The sections are financed 
by voluntary subscriptions running 
from $2 up. 

"The \ illnge at present is about half 
organized. Clean streets and alleys 
are maintained by the subsidiary so¬ 
cieties, there being a general commit¬ 
tee is well. In the same way we have 
a committee ou vacant lols and park¬ 
ways. Hroperty owners who neg’ect 
their vacant lois are requested to rem¬ 
edy the unsightly conditions, and occu¬ 
piers are persuaded to attend to park¬ 
ways in front of their residences. 

"Another committee looks after trees 
and parks. Oak Hark is proud of its 
trees, and the <■ mimittee sees that 
steps are taken to protect them either 
against the blight they were tlire:’.lett¬ 
ed with if last year—or against tele¬ 
phone or telegraph companies that 
would injure them with wires.
